Sir Barton, Purchase and Eternal 
to Meet in Dwyer Stakes 
on Thursday. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 8.— Owners of two- 
y**ar-«lils of stnkr quality are tumiuK tlieir atten- 
tion to SarntoKa. Tlii*y ar<> beKiuiiiuK to siieirulate 
on their ehane<‘K of winning some of tiie rieli Rt:ik<'s 
to Ih‘ ileeided tliere diirini; the month of AiiKUMt. 
SaratoKU is the trial Krouiid for championsliip honors 
l>etweeii the east and west. That is where owm^rs 
|Hit tlieir liest to the test, not only for financial 
Itaiii, but tile lionor of winuint; the imirartant stakes, 
the ’advancement of raeint; and the improvemenlt in 
breeding thoroughbreds of the future. There always 
has been great rivalry betwi*en owners of the nion- 
fasliionable stables and Saratoga has been the spot 
where for a lialf <'entnry and longer decisions have 
Ijeeu readied. This not only applies to tlie two- 
year-olds, but older horses. In tiie days of the late 
Steplieii Sanfonl, men wiio iiad been racing their 
horses on tiie I>mg Island tracks were always a bit 
scary of the material Stepb«‘n Sanford would turn 
loose at Saratoga and many a gooil one <-ame from 
the lliirrlcaim Farm, Mr. Sanford’s breeding wtab- 
lishmeiit, including Kocktou. Chuctanunda and many 
others of note and distinction in the turf world. 
Tlie present John Sanford lias done much to enrich 
tiie farm witli tlioroiighbred stock from all Euroitean 
countries, but so fur he has not had the success he 
deserves. 

Ijist year New York owners went up to Saratoga 
with a string of two-year-olds that looked more 
ttian pruinMtig to sweep the boards of dll stakes. 
Tln-y wore considered rich in young material. Ken- 
tucky had not shown much; in fact. Kentuckians 
had little faith in their stock of youngsters. 'This 
statement is gathered from the fact tliat the cele- 
brated Hilly Kelly, which afterwards became an idol, 
went to the jiost at 10 to 1 for his first race, the 
Flash Stakes, though lie was not asked to meet 
the best of the eastern contingent, indicating his 
chances were not considered seriously by tliose who 
had watcheil his Kentucky career. But it did not 
take long for horsemen from both districts to turn 
to Hilly Kelly. His first victory was so tliorough 
that he became a public favorite almost immedi- 
ately. Now tlie question arises — has Kentucky an- 
other Billy Kelly to introduce to the easterners this 
year? It may have. Rumors here have it that 
Miss Jemima. Cotton Blossom and By Golly are 
worlliy youngsters and it also is asserted that 
Major Tom McDowell may have something to say 
when put on his merits. 

LAST YEAR’S EASTERN STARS. 

I.ast .vear tlie east sent up to Saratoga such 
horses as Eternal, War Pennant, 'rerentla. Pigeon 
Wing. Vlndex and Diiulioyue. A fair collection. 
Tiiis year tliere is a much stronger hand lield by 
tlie easterners. Glancing over them casually there 
are Man o’ War, Bonnie Mary,. Panoply, Brookholt, 
Hasten On, Dominique, Cobwebs, Wildair, t'pset, 
Hammy, I.ady Bnimiuel. and it is asserted one or 
two in tlie Karrick stable and one fast horse be- 
longing to either Mr. or Mrs. Jeffords which has 
been working out of the ordinary. Commander Ross 
ma.v also liave a rare good horse in King’s Tlinish. 
It is on public form and rumor a superior band to 
the candidates of last .vear, possibly with the ex- 
ception of Eternal. Looking over their records 
Man o’ War is conceded to be tlie peer at present; 
in fact, he has not yet met defeat, having won 
five races and without apparent great effort. It 
is true he has not yet met the best, but his work 
has been ao convincing that he would surely be the 
choice in any race and in any company. If Jo*in 
Madden’s pr^ictions are verified Man o’ War will 
be fully extended to beat Brookholt, the Ballot — 
Grncilla colt, supposed to be the pick of the Mad- 
den 1919 collection. Brookholt may be a champion. 
Mis initial race was a victory in a maiden race, 
Imt he won as his rider ideaa^. How' much bet- 
ter he can do remains to be aeen when meeting 
giKHl horses. Tlie opinion prevaifs, liowever. he will 
iiave his work vut out to make Man o’ War ex- 
tend himself. The Whitney stable will have a 
strong hand in Wildair, Sammy (which is claimed 
to be better tlian Wildair by the stable associates). 
I’aiioply, t?obwebs (which broke a truck record 
at Aqueduct) and I'i»set. At tiiis writing, however, 
tlie two stars are Man o’ War and Bonnie Mary, 
'rile latter has tliree brackets to her credit. She 
sliould have had four out of five starts. She was 
once iH'aten by Tonjoitrs at Jamaica througli the 
iiveri’onfideaia* of Ensor, who eased her up wiieu 
lie thought he had all coiitentiou beaten. That 
she is an exceptional fill.v is unquestioned, and 
opinions are about divided lietween the daughter of 
ritimus — Belgravia and Mr. Whitney’s Panoply. 
Hut all these repiiU-d stars will come together 
at Saratoga, wntii the Kentucky contingent added. 
t'oiiNeqiieutly tliere is miicli to Imi tlireshed out 
for fliose coiKS-riied in the present and future of tlie 
younger division of hors»-s. 

MUCH INTEREST IN DWYER STAKES. 

Tlie race tliat is nttriictiiig attention in this section 
tills week is tlie Iiwyer Slakes, named after the late 
Plill Dwyer, formerly president of the Aqueduct and 
<Jrav»“send trucks. Tiiis is reallj' the Brooklyn 
I>erb.v. It is more than proliable tlie three master 
three-year-olds I'lircliase, Sir Barton and Eternal- 
will go to tlie |H,st among othfs. Should these 
tliree lie carded it is doubtful if there will be much 
else ill tlie race. 'J'hat will lie sufficient to attract 
a monster crowd, for it will be the race of the 
season so far. Sir Barton has beaten Eternal 
more tliun once, but lie has never beaten Purchase. 
The latter has also beaten Eternal, but Eternal 
turned the tables on tlie Hildreth three-year-old 
in the Brooklyn Handicap, but was in receipt of 
twelve iMiunds upon tliat occasion. It is doubtful 
if Etorual can beat him with equal stake weights 
up • over a i-ousideruble distance of ground, many 
exjierts declaring tliat Eternal improves consider- 
ably with light weight up. The Dwyer conse- 

quently resolves itself into a contest between Sir 
Barton and Purchase. That is the general opinion 
Both are training satisfactorily. Sir Barton having 
worked a mile easily over the Aqueduct course in 
1:40%. How much faster he could have gone is 
the secret of his trainer, but Mr. Bedwell was 
pleased with the work-out. 

Over the Belmont course Purchase covered a mile 
last week in 1 :37 ; in fact, some of the dockers 
made it nearer l:3li. This was a phenomenal 
trial according to exiierts; in fact, there are those 
who declared it to be too fast for the good of the 
colt.

liATONIA, Ky.. July 8. — The promising crop of 
Luke Mclaike cults, now at Keeiieland Farm, will 
likel,v result in J. O. Keene returning to tlie ranks 
of trainers, us he is known to be mighty sweet 
on at least six of the youngsters and is desirous 
of testing them to their full capacity under his 
own direct suiiervision. It has bi^n quite a long 
time since Jack Keene was actively in charge of a 
raeiiig stable, having devoted bis energies recently 
to the upbuilding of his extensive Keeueland Farm 
and also to his duties as member of the Kentucky 
State Racing ('ommissian and director of the Thor- 
uuglihred Horse .Association. 

It is exiiected that the members of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission will hold a meeting at 
Lexington Wednesday, when dates for Kentncky fall 
racing will be announced. Several changes in the 
present racing rules will also la* a subject for con- 
sideration by the <-ommission. It is also said tliat 
more stringent mpasures will be adopted to keep 
di.-aiualified iiersons from the different Kentucky 
tracks. 

'I'he speedy MacBrayer Moore-J. S. Hawkins 
owneil <\ittoii Blossom, winner of the rich (Cincin- 
nati ’Trophy, will make her appearance to an eastern 
racing crowd at Saratoga. Since her initial start 
there have lieen many prospective purchasers, but 
ail offer of $I-.(I00 for her, made by John F. Schorr 
prior to her running in the Cincinnati Trophy, was 
turneil down. 

The one time crack Harry Kelly, which as a two- 
year-old gave such high promise, died last week at 
lAiuLsville from acute inflammation. The colt has 
not raced since 1917. In two seasons his earnings 
were:

ROBINSON AND MURRAY TO RIDE IN EAST. 

Easterners will have opiKirtunity shortly to note 
the clever lightweights C. Robinson and T. Murray 
in riding action. .As a result of the Kentucky rule 
enabllM apprentices to enjoy a five-pounds aHow- 
ance iw bue year, the youngsters have been kept at 
work in Kentucky. The eastern rule debars an ap- 
prentice from this five pounds allowance after riding 
forty winners. Robinson will ride for the Ogden 
Stable, to which he is under contract, and Murray 
will ride during the Empire City meeting for Mose 
Goldblatt. Murray will motor with Goldblatt to 
New York, leaving Cincinnati Wednesday. Robinson 
has riddeur 129 and Murray 117 winners this year. 

Bly and Louis .A., the pair of highly regarded 
two-year-olds that are owned by former Jockey 
Roscoe Goose, will be shipped back to Louisville to 
await the fall racing. Both youngsters were at- 
tacked with influenza during the early session of 
racing and have not had opportunity to show to 
their best fonn and it is thought that the long rest 
they will have will vastly benefit them. 

Many owners will elect to remain at Latonia until 
the resumption of raciiig in Kentucky next fall. 
AVith the coming amnigenieiit of Latonia following 
I,jexington instead of Louisville as heretofore, the 
Kenton (bounty course will displace the Cliurchill 
Downs track us a “lay up” point for owners during 
the summer months. 

John W. Schorr will take the remnant of his one- 
time iKiwerful stable to Yonkers and race them at 
the Empire Cit 3 ’ track. Jockey Lunsford will ac- 
comjiaiiy the consignment and ride the horses until 
the opening of the Saratoga meeting. 



LIBERTYVILLE RACING RESUMES TODAY 



A resumption of racing at Libertyville for today 
and a card of six races were sent out in the over- 
night entries. By the new arrangement the purses 
have been reduced to $250 each, excepting in one 
race, to which $000 will be the daily offering. 
Under the new method there will be a daily purse 
distribution of $1,750. 

Oral betting will be countenanced at the track, 
unless the authorities put a quietus on this mode 
of operating. From expressions heard yesterday 
about Libertyville, the majority of citizenry there 
favor holding the meeting. 

Present plans have in contemplation the running 
of the racing for twenty days. The “or more” 
l>art, however, originally announced has been aban- 
doned. Ill the new arrangement and if there is no 
uiiset in the plan, eighteen days are in order, which 
will conclude the Lil^rtyville racing July 29. 

According to presiding judge-secretary ’Wallace, 
several owners have announced their intention of 
sliipping to the track, and among the newcomers 
expected from Latonia are J. Everman, W. H. 
Fizer and J. Paul. Their consignments will be of 
material help to the sixty-five horses now the only 
available racing timber. 

Extni effort will be made by the Libertyville 
management to secure special train service from 
Chicago to convey tliose desirous of visiting the 
half-mile track.

Tills anecdote of the Victory Derby (writes 
“Kyesrite” in Golf Illustrated) is sponsored by 
a iiieiiiber of the House of Lords, so of course it 
must lie true. .An !iequaintan<*e, in sleeping off a 
crab salad washed down witli Bollinger, dreamed 
the result of the Kpsum Derby to be as follows: 
“Paiier Money. 1; Buchan, 2; Grand Parade, 3.” 
Notliing remarkable iu that perhniis, but listen. 

Years ago this man had a so|iorific vis.on of his 
own death, a most vivid and realistic affair, leav- 
ing liim in slieeted readiness for the last sade rites. 
He woke up in terrible fright, crying out loudly 
that it wasn’t true, that he was alive; and when 
lie had convinced himself by the spirits test of his 
i-ontiiiued fleslily existence, he swore an oath to 
upside-down all his future dreams. 

Applying this eccentric principle to his Derby 
vision he inverted the three horses and took $5,000 
to $350 about Grand Parade.

That cracked heel and the bad reports about 
Liord Glanely’s black colt so terrified the dreamer 
that he hedged tlie bet at a loss and put $250 ou 
Buchan! If this little story has a moral it is tliat 
crab salads are a treacherous foundation for dreams.

All 
three horses are ready for the race and it is the 
hope of the multitude of race-goers that they go to 
the iHist for the Dwyer Stakes. The weights vary, 
as Sir Barton will carry 127 ponods, Purchase 118 
and Eternal 121 pounds. 



IRISH ELEGANCE A WONDERFUL HORSE 



Made All the Running in the Royal Hunt Cup Under 
a Record Hight Weight. 



The recent Ascot meeting was replete with good 
racing, but the bright particular feature of the 
four days was the amazing and record-lnreaklng 
performance of Irish Elegance in winning the Royal 
Hunt Cup. This race is run over an extremely 
difficult and trying course of seven-eighths of a 
mile and 166 yards. Before the war It was always 
fonght out by big fields of the fastest horses in 
England and was the medium of enormous betting 
transactions. This year it returned to its best 
traditions and was contested by the great flrfd of 
twenty- six starters. Irish Elegance, despite his 
huge impost of 137 pounds, shared in favoritism 
with King George’s colt Jutland, which carried 103 
pounds and was ridden by the premier Jockey 8. 
Donoghue, the two going to the post at 7 to 1 
against each. To show the ontlines of English bet 
ting on such a race the following is given:

One of the most wonderful things about Irish 
Elegance’s performance was that he was sent right 
out to make the running, and successfully resisting 
challenge after challenge, held his advantage to the 
end and won by a length and a half from Arion, 
111 pounds, with Dansellon, 124 pounds, four lengths 
fartlier back. To understand the unprecedented 
character of his victory in respect to weight car- 
ried it is only necessary to point out that the high- 
est weights carried to victory in the Hunt Cup 
previously were 133 pounds by Collingwood in 1849, 
129 pounds by Peter in 1881 and 127 pounds by Long 
Set in 1918. ’The Irish Elegance feat will long be 
rated as a superlative mark in English tnrf his- 
tory. Of it “Kettledrum” said In the Manchester 
Sporting Chronicle: 

‘"The winner’s was a great performance, ranking, 
at all events during comparatively recent times, 
with Bayardo’s Gold Cup, and being well at the head 
of all handicap exploits I can remember. Admit- 
tedly, he is as strong as a castle, and althongh 
carrying close upon 140 pounds his action on the 
way to the post compared with any for effortless 
movement. 

But the parade was a long-drawn-out business, 
and then there was a delay at the post, due chiefly 
to the fractiousness of Carados, which refused to 
line up and was eventually left. 

“All this was adding sometliing ‘to his task, yet 
he was soon clear and set a much faster pace tlian 
any of his opiionents could coi>e with In tlie first 
half mile. At this point, having got Jutland well 
beaten, he needed riding with the hands only to 
imll out that little extra at the end to make as- 
surance doubly sure. 

“He is a great horse, indeed, better, I confess, 
than I had thought him to be at this distance, and 
even If it be allowed that Carados put himself out 
of court, while Zinovia. sweating and wasted by 
comparison with what she was on ’Jubilee’ after- 
noon, was only looking a part of the fine mare we 
know her to be, one cannot but admire this glorious 
chestnut, which, in point of speed, will bear mention 
with anything 1 have known for more than a quarter 
of a century.” 



KENTUCKY RACING PROSPERITY 



Diructon of Jockey Clnb Hold a Comfortable Meet- 
iag — ^Future R ac in g Datee. 



lAlCISYILLE, Ky., July 8. — Reports on the recent 
Latonia race m(*eting were beard from general 
manager Matt J. 'Winn at a meeting of the directors 
of the Kentncky Jockey Club, held yesterday after- 
noon at the headquarters of the organization in the 
Paul Jones building, this city. Plans for the fall 
racing season were discussed, but they are being 
held in abeyance pending a meeting of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, which will be held to- 
morrow in Lexington. Out side of this only routine 
business was transacted. 

The general belief here Is that ten days’ racing 
will be sought for Lexington, beginning September 
13; twenty-five days for Latonia, opening on Sep- 
tember 27 and ending on October 25, and sixteen 
days for Churchill Downs, with no openii g date 
decided as yet. Regardless of the date allotments, 
Latonia is a certainty to follow Lexington in the 
autumn, instead of getting the last meeting of the 
year in the Blue Grass State as formerly. 

Much gratification was expressed over the recent 
Latonia meeting, and it was better than the ex|ie<'- 
tations of the directors of the Kentucky Jockey Club. 
Resident manager Harry Brlevogel was pomplimented 
in strong terms for Ills work in connection with 
the meeting at the Milltlale course. 

Many of the horsemen who plan to spend the 
warm months in this <-ity are returning from IjQ- 
tonia and Churchill Downs and Douglas Park will 
soon house a large number of horses. 'Tlie Marshalls 
brought their string in toilay, including Courtship, 
winner of the Enquirer Haiidieaii, and he will lie 
given a good rest. John Huffman brought Mary 
11. from Latonia after her worst racing season, as 
it inarkeil the first time that she went through 
the Kentucky circuit without winning a race. 

Barter A. B. Dade stopiied over for a day or two 
en route to his home iu Henderson, Ky. loiter 
in the season he Is to take a fishing trip in 
Michigan. 

Jockey J. Morys has severed his connection with 
the J. C. Milam stable and will ride in the future 
for J. S. Hawkins. 

General manager Winn motored down from his 
home in Covington and back for the directors’ 
meeting. He will stay at Latonia for a few weeks 
and then go to Saratoga. 



EVERYTHING READY AT EMPIRE CITY 

NEW YORK, X. Y., July 8. — Everything Is ready 
for the opening of the Empire City meeting, accord- 
ing to manager C. J. Fits Gerald. “There will be 
no lack of racing material as stall room is at a 
premium,’’ said Mr. Fltz Gerald. “Kentucky will 
lie well represented, as well as the east, both In 
stakes and purses, causiug a mixture of horses 
which always cn'ates additional interest. There 
will be little change in the arrangements of the 
past, either in transportation facilities or order of 
running. ’The one noticeable feature Is the Im- 
proved accommodation condltiona wblcb bare bean 
added to tbe clubboiue.”

Lucnllite Scores in a Canter — 
Naturalist Beats War Cloud 
in Close Finish. 



NEW YORK, X. Y., July 8. — Interest was well 
dlvideil in the attractive program presented at 
-Aqiuilnct toila}'. Clear and cooler weather pre- 
vailed. 'The sixteenth running of the Astoria Htiiketi 
saw the name of Whitney added to the list of win- 
ning owners. It is the first time a member of the 
■Whitney family has ever won this sporting event. 
Payne Whitney was present to witness the victory 
of his brother’s horsi*. Xot only did Panoply win, 
but her stablemate, Wendy, finished a game second. 
The latter was the first to show in front and set 
a dazzling pace, closely followed by Panoply. In 
the final eighth Knapp sent Panoply to the front 
and the race was over. Wendy was forced to a 
hanl drive to save second place from the fast closing 
Flying Flower. 

Xaturalist gave his backers much uneasiness 
through the running of the third race and only 
gained it in tbe last stride. The Judges only were 
able to decide the finish. 

Lucnllite carrieil off the honors in the Bramble 
Handicap in easy fasliion. He was never threaten^ 
and won easing np at the end of a mile in 1:.36%. 
closely approaching the track record. Sunny Slope 
showed himself to be closely approaching his last 
year’s good form. He raced with Bally, a fit horse, 
through tbe stretch and made him tire, although he 
could not offer serious contention to Lucnllite. He 
■win fniflll Ills engagements at Empire City. 

H. R. Schaffer’s good filly Betsinda proved a 
keen disappointment in the cmening race, in which 
she was snbstantlally backed. Her effort today was 
a poor one, never figuring prominently. 'The winnei 
turn^ up in Samuel Ross’ Toucanet. the daughter 
of Vulcain leading home Clarabelto by two and a 
half lengths with Who Cares third. 

Lord Herbert, the warm favorite in the second 
race, gave his backers several moments of uneasi- 
ness when he got away slowly and was outrun In 
the early stages. However, he closed ur> fast, 
coming around on the putside rounding the fiir turn 
and, overtaking the leaders in the final sixteentli, 
drew away at the end amid long and loud cheers on 
the part of the big crowd. 

CLOSE FINISH IN FINAL RACE. 

Rodgers was accorded strong suunort In the final 
dash ami finished last but one. while Claquer heat 
Somewhere In France In a close finish for first 
place. It was a tight fit at the end, less than 
a length separating the first three. 

An old- fashioned killing was intended in the race 
won by John I. Day through the medium of Sunny 
Hill. Ernest Hall owns and trains Sunny Hill, 
which carried n weight of money from all sections. 
It was only liy inches the coup was upset, for 
Sunny Hill led to the last stride, where she Just 
quit, according to the Judges. 

The colt Gladiator, which won the closing race 
yesterday, may develop Into a mighty good horse. 
He Is one of tliose big youngsters which do not 
come to hand early. Many good Judges predict he 
will prove a far better horse than he has already 
shown. 

“Ticket is tbe most dsappointing horse I ever 
had in my stable,” says Mr. Miller. “He does what 
one leasts expects him to do. When we anticipate 
his doing great things be does Just the opposite and 
after tagging him as a bad and erratic proposition 
he does something astonishing, which again places 
him in good stable standing.” 

Jockey Ensor will be seen more frequently from 
now on. He has been reinstated by bis employer. 

As usual, quite a number of stables will move to 
Saratoga at the close of the Aqueduct meeting. 

After Toucanet won the first race W. C. Dalv 
advanced her from the $600 entered price to $900. 
at whicli figure she was protected by the owner. 

After the close of this meeting a division of the 
James W. McClelland stable, including Eternal, 
will be shipped to Saratoga, while another will be 
sent to Empire City. It is Mr. McClelland’s present 
intention to return Eternal from the Stia to fulfill 
his engagement in the Empire City Derby. 

Friends of Mrs. George W. I.oft will be pleased 
to learn she has recovered from a recent operation 
for appendicitis. 

Sir Barton was sent a mile and an eighth today 
for the Dwyer Stakes, to be run 'Thursday, covering 
the mile in 1:54.

The Turkey of the Woods; His Habits, 
Character and Quest. 



How the Southern Turkey Follow* 

the Plow Bl|g Flock* In 

Utah. 



Tlio owner of an Alnbanci plantation directed me 
to a field s,-iyiiip; “Tliere yon will find wild turkeys 
fidlowing file plowman like blackiiirds.” 

1 Silt down in tile edge of the wooils at an end of 
the plowing. Prosontl.v with a scraping flutter 
a twenly-iKuind g<»blder came out of tlie woods and 
stiilktsl stiffly into tlio field. He follow«*<l along 
tile freshly liirne<| furrow eating grubs, turniiig 
to one side anil allowing the negro and his mule 
to pass within sixl.r or seventy yard-s of him. He 
gobbled when the negro sisike to the mule. A crow 
flying over cawed, and he again gobbled. When 
tile negro wordil.v dcnoiineed the mule for ids 
stiff-necketiness and general depravity he gobbled 
veliementl.v. 

A number of otiicr gobblers came out of the 
w<M>ds. One turned aside to run down a grasshopper, 
blit the rest walked with dignified bearing straight 
for tlie plowed land, lliey liad burnished bronse 
suits, dull purple heads and necks, velvety black 
breasts and fi>ot-long gray beards. They weighed 
from twelve to twenty pounds. 

From beliind tlie fence I watched them with a 
glass. Wlien they started l)aek to the woods I tried 
to avoid being seen. But the leading gobbler, with 
liead towering up like a young giraffe, stopp<-d, 
looked this way and that, then called “Put!” All 
leaped into the air in a second, sweeping about 
man high above the field and sailed over the tree 
tops. 

1 could not help thinking about the shrewdness 
of these gobblers. Hunted constantly, turkeys are 
alert and extremely diffcult of close approach. 
Tlipy allow no man witliin gunshot. Yet these 
Idrds had mental processes and sufficient daring 
to discover that this plowman was unarmed. 

Wliile I was searching for wild turkey nests in 
Texas tlie suspicious actions of a crow suggested 
Unit he too was liaiking for something. He flew 
slowl.v over the tree tops and watched the earth 
closely. Smldenly lie veered a little for a better 
IcKik, then — plainly bluffing — flew on a sliort dis- 
tance, then circled back and alighted in a tree top. 
Here lie kept his e.ves on a stump in the edge of 
an outstanding clump of pines. 



CRAFT OF THE OLD HEN TURKEY. 



He liad discovered a turkey on her nest, and 
silently, impatiently waited for her to leave it. 
Suddenly he stopped fidgeting. Evidently the hen 
was moving. A half minute later she passed near 
me in the woods eagerly picking up food. The crafty 
crow flew straiglit to the eggs and had devoured 
tliree before my coming put him to flight. Tliere 
had been fourteen eggs. These the hen had cov- 
ered with pine straw before leaving, and the crow 
liad uncovered only those eaten. 

The nest was on tlie ground close to the stump 
and partly concealed by a drooping pine limb. It 
was a shallow bnsinlike depression thinly lined 
with grass. It appeared to have been hurriedly 
made and probably represented the work of only a 
few minutes. Safety for the eggs requires tlie 
turkey hen, in common with other birds, to conc«‘al 
the nest. Invariably when leaving it she covers 
the eggs witli grass, leaves or weeds to conceal 
them from crows, foxes and other egg-eating ene- 
mies, and man. 

Stealthily she leaves lier nest when going to feed. 
Cautiously she returns to it. The eggs usually 
number between eight and fifteen^ Four weeks of 
incubation are required. 

In less tlinn half an hour the hen returned. Find- 
ing tlie broken eggshells slie stretched herself to 
full height, looking and listening for a minute. 
After carrying the broken pieces into the pines 
and scratching leaves over them she resumed her scat 
upon the nest. 

On another occasion, In seating myself on a log 
to write ut> notes a turkey hen which I had not 
seen was frlglitened from her nest. This was a 
rudely scratclied depression in the log. Slie sat 
with lier Issiy parallel to tlie log. There were 
seventeen eggs. Some nests are in or by a clninp 
of bushes, weeds or grass. 

Most wild turkeys are liatched during May and 
June. Of course the vain gobbler never helps in- 
cubate the eggs nor assists in rearing the childn-n. 

Youngsters and mother remain together until mid- 
winter. Tlie hen wliosc eggs or youngsters _ have 
been liestroyed will sometimes join a hen witli a 
family and is allowed to assist in bringing up the 
brood. If a mot lier lien is killed lier youngsters, 
if loiiiid by any lien, will be promptly adopted 
and hroiiglit tip with all tlie best wild turkey tra- 
ditions. 



WATS OF TURKEYS IN THE BIG WOODS. 



Wet weatlier, wliieh so thins tlie ranks of domeslie 
young liirkey.s, is also deadl.v, though less so, w1tli 
wild hrootls. Lice and insect posts also lake the 
lives of many a wild young turkey, tlioiigh here 
again tlie domestic species suffers more than tlie 
wild. 

Man.v long-time observers liavc expressed the opin- 
ion tliat tlie wild turkey crap is aliout sixty per 
cent of tlie niiinlaT of eggs laid. If tliis be cor- 
rect it is a higher average tlian most domestic 
turkey raisers attain. The praiMirtion of hens 
liatelusl exee<sls tlie number of gobblers. And the 
i-onspieiious markings and the revealing gobble great- 
ly increased tlie life risk of a gobbler over a lien 
and are another cause of the liens so greatly out- 
numbering gobblers. Tlie gobble is beard a mile 
or fartiier. and tells every hunter within bearing 
where turkey may possibly be had. 

In most loealltles there are few gobblers and 
many hens. On rainy days the peacock-proud gob- 
bler, mad as a wet hen, instead of strutting about 
and gobbling as usual to let the ladies know where 
lie is, spends a dismal day under cover trying to 
keep his fine feathers dry. Rain and dress parade 
do not mix. Rainy weather during gobbling time 
may result in a slightly decreased turkey crop. 

Now and then a gobbler may live an almost 
solitary lifi- — roost alone and seek food alone. But 
the wild tiirkev likes the company of his kind, and 
tlie head of the species is strong for strut and show 
During the gobbling time — March, April and May — 
gobblers and liens flock together. 

One spring I followed an old gobbler. I slept 
near bis naisting tree, which he occupied alone. Ho 
gobbled alsmt four o’clo«-k in the morning. In- 
stantly goblders in every direction answered. Alert 
and suspicions he flew to the ground four to five 
liiindr*‘d feet distant and again gobbled. Close to 
tills s|iot lie strutted and paraded for two or three 
lionrs, oeeasioiially gobbling. Two or tliree In-ns 
came to seek liim. but he did not forget danger. He 
lit last siii<-d me and hastened to other parts. Tliat 
night liis roost was with a flm-k over the water a 
mile or more from liis roost of the preceding night. 



FROUD, PARADING. PUGNACIOUS GOBBLER. 



The proud and parading gobbler has been a polyg- 
amous fellow for generations. At early morn 
some old fellow gobbles from his tree- top roost. 
Instantly there is a reply from every gobbler witliin 
hearing. In regions of safety this hullabaloo of 
tree -top gobbling may continue for half an hour. 
But in most places the gobblers are becoming 
cautious and descend to the earth shortly after the 
first call. Often ail morning long the gobblers 
strut about, giving a gobble at Intervals to let 
local hens know tlieir whereabouts. 

The lireast of tlie gobbler by midwinter or early 
spring carries a dciKisit or reservoir of fat. wliich is 
consumed during tlie golibliug time, w1ien he is doing 
too miioli strutting and parading to search for 
food. It will be recalled that the spe-m whale has 
literally an oil reservoir in the top of liis head in 
whicli is stowed several barrels of sperm oil that 
lie consumes during periods when he is not hunting 
food. This food reservoir in the turkey indicates 
tliat for generations the gobiiler during tlie .spring 
has been too iuisy to eat. 

During gobbling strutting time goliblers are in- 
de|»endent ami Islligenuit. Wlien tliey fight, otliers 
of tlie flock si-amiier away. The fight may last two 
or tliree lamrs. and couim'only ends with the exhaus- 
tion of one or tlie other. Though blood may b*> 
slied neither of the csmiliatants is likely to b<' 
severely injured. Their spurs are short and com- 
paratively liarniless. Generally after pecking and 
kicking at each otlier a few times the gobblers t-lincli 
by each getting a grip on the otlier fellow’s feather- 
less iie<-k or bead. Then they pull and push and 
twist. Rarely is the clinch broken before tlie fight 
is over, and during its i-ontinuani'e tliey ma.v trample 
over a quarter of an acre of laud. In their luilliiig 
and liaiiliiig eaeli ap|iears to be lifting upward willi 
all bis iiliglil. as Ihougli in liopes of throwing bis 
euiiib.itaiit over liis slioiibler or of pulling liis bead 
off. 

Ilie gobbling .season over, old goblders run to- 
getlier and eo-o|i,Tate in a most friendl> maiiiiei 
and rarely do any strutting or gobbling. During 
summer tlie liens are with the children, gobblers by 
themselves, l^ate autumn, for a brief ix-riod, all 
may flock together. If food is not plentiful they 



wander afar in search of it and appear to know 
where it is most likely to be found. Tliey travel 
leisurely on foot. As the.v advance flock joins flock 
until an impressive number arc together. At a 
stream they hesitate, if not hungry, collecting along 
the edge and in the tree tops. If no log is found 
they fly across, some starting from tree tops, others 
from the water’s edge. 



TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY BIRDS IN FLOCK. 



Midwinter the turkeys are commonly in three 
separate flocks — young gobblers in one, old gob- 
blers in another and the hens and young ladies to- 
gether in another. The beard of tlie young gobbler 
appears in November. But rarely does a youngster 
gobble and take on vain airs until more than a 
year old. 

Tlie largest flock of wild turkeys that I have 
ever seen was in northwestern Utjih in autumn. 
There iiinst have i»een two hundred and fifty. They 
apiieared in ex<-<>llent be.-ilth and spirits. More tlian 
one-half were that year’s output. Evidently it had 
bemi a goml lo<-al s«‘ason in wild turkey world. 

.At times wlien all ages and sexes are niniiing 
together it is likely to be an old hen that leads the 
floi’k. They time tlieir nioveineiits so as to arrive 
at tliat iiiglit’s roosting place b.v sundown. Rarely 
do tlies’ fly. Possibly this would tell news to too 
many enemies. In ease the.v are behind time feed- 
ing eeases and all go on a run. Arriving at the 
resisting place each flies to its perch. 

Sometimes a liorned ow1 will alight on a limb 
by a solitary turkey hen, In-tween her and the tree, 
and edge up to her with a loud “Who-who!” The 
tiirke.v moves away, the owl following and repeat- 
ing his edging and bullying and shouting until the 
end of the limb is reached. If the turkey flies the 
pursuing owl usually catches her before she alights. 

Turkeys fre<iueiitly change their roosting place. 
This probably saves them from numerous raids by 
enemies in fur, feathers and with shotguns. Com- 
monly th«‘y have a number of regular roosting places 
in their territory and make a cliange every night 
hr two. They roost two or three on a limb, well up 
in a tall tree generally, the flock occupying a num- 
ber of closely assembled trees. Their preference is 
for tri^s that stand in or near the water. Prob- 
ably in these roosts their dreams are less frequently 
disturbed. 



TURKEYS FOND OF SPRING BUDS. 



Wild turkeys have a home territory — that is, they 
live tlirongh all seasons year after year In a 
locality. Commonly tills territory is less tlian three 
miles across. If food is plentiful they travel but 
little and tliis mostly afoot. In some mountainous 
localities the abundance of food in the lower part 
of tlieir territory in early spring and up the slopes 
in early summer causes tliem to follow the food line, 
and this amounts to near migration. But strictly 
speaking they are resident ailfl not migratory birds. 
In times of drought or other food failures they 
simply emigrate to new scenes, wliere food shortage 
is not a problem. 

One March I ranged Texas watching turkey ways 
with a field glass. By means of a bout I slipped one 
morning close up on q flock of thirty or more feed- 
ing in the trees. Ravenously they were devouring 
tile spring buds. I>ocal iieople spoke of it as “bud- 
ding.” I heard the turkeys wliile still a quarter 
of a mile off. Their heavy bodies were too much 
for the smaller limbs, and they were almost con- 
stantl.v in motion, fluttering, balancing or flying. 
.A number which I drifted beneatli were flattened 
out most ungracefully on the limbs with out- 
stretching legs, neck and wings bearing on tlie light 
springy twigs as they re.aohed here and there for 
buds. Occasionally one fell through or overboard, 
and the beating and booming and flopping of wings 
kept up a constant uproar. 

The next day I found this flock of all ages and 
sexes feeding upon a dry ridge nearly two miles 
distant. The following afternoon I crawled close 
upon them wliile they were feeding along the edge 
of the extending rising backwater of a stream. 
Wildly they threw leaves with raking backw.ard 
scratches, rapidly tearing up the soggy leaves 
and stirring square rods of surface every 

few minutes. So definitely were they feeding 

in a given direction toward a roosting place that one 
might have trailed them b.v the “point” of scratched 
plnees. Three or four turkeys were doing sentinel 
duty. My presence was first suspected and then I 
was seen b.v a hen on rear guard. She made a 
warning call. A few seconds later she sounded a 
definite alarm, and all legged it away tlirough tlie 
woods. 

Surprising the flock the next day, abont one- 
half tlie number flew, some far away, others aliglit- 
ing in near-by tree tops. Single file a number ran 
wildly away into tlie woo<ls. 

Grasslioppers are prime turkey food; these of all 
ages are eaten — snuill. soft, hoppy ones, and tlie 
fancy-winged, case-hardened ones. If the turkey 
is exterminated the insect world will doubtless 
celebrate and multiply. Every day tlie turkey con- 
sumes wholesale quantities of varieties of grubs 
and numerous hard-shelled beetles. Soft berries 
and fruits and many kinds of liard-slielled seeds and 
at times buds of bushes and trees arc taken, these 
esiieeiaily during the brief period of swelling buds. 



NUT AND CEDAR-FLAVORED TURKEYS. 



Immediately after eating to fullness it is eominon 
for a flock of turkeys to loll, dust- hath or sipiat 
round in sunny places. Sometimes they play. Tliey 
will spar with one iinotlier, clias<‘ each other about, 
do a kind of waltz, and often parade about with 
wings upraised over their backs. 

The habits of wild and tame turkeys are miicli 
alike; in fact, anyone wlio is aeipiainted with the 
lialiits of either can pretty accurately judge of tiie 
ways of the other. In api¥>arance the wilil turkey 
is triniiiier and more sleiiiler than the tame one. 
The tail band on the domestic sp«'cies commonly is 
ivliite, but on tlie wild ones it Is likely to vary. 
The head of the wild turkey is apt to lie liliiisli or 
purple, ill tlie tame species reddish. The wild ami 
tame siiecies cross readily and they and tlieir hy- 
brids sometimes flock together. 

One of the most deliciously flavored wild turkeys 
that I ever tasted had fattened on pinon nuts. An- 
other in tlie same locality was served me by a pros- 
pector. The first bite suggested a salad made up 
of cedar twigs and cedar oil. This bird evidently 
had fattened chiefly upon cedar berries. 

Many people consider the wild turkey a synonym 
for indecision, and numerous writers have called 
the family stupid and witless. True, it has weak 
streaks. He hesitates and hesitates when not hurried, 
and a trap with not a particle of camouflage is 
likely to be alluring. Then, too. he is a stickler for 
old customs, he is against modem ways; the cus- 
toms of liis parents, even back to tlie tenth genera- 
tion, are the ways for his guidance. 

But the turkey is no fool. He has decision 
and sustained watchfulness. One September I lay 
behind a log in tlie mountains of southern Arkansas 
watching a few deer feeding out into an open. 
A flock of turkeys came over the tree tops and 
alighted in tlie sunny grass before me. The biir- 
nislicd, rielily bronzed coats of the gobblers shone 
in the sunsliine. Tliey looked and walked siis- 
IiicioHsIy alHiut. so tliat I wondered if they carried 
a keen nose and had scented me. I watched them 
with niy field glas.scs and I knew that they had 
not seen me. To test tlieir eyesight and alertness 
I rais«*d by hand above the top of the log. im- 
mediately a hen and a gobbler called “Put! Put!” 
and “put” they did. With a whir of wings tliey 
were instantly going. Witli rapid leg work tliey 
vanished into the woods. 



HUNTING BIRDS WITH CAMERA AES GUN. 



The turkey has some mental processes or he would 
hardly take advantage of the feasts uncovered by 
unarmed plowmen and u.se sentinels when feeding 
where the hunter is at large, it may be only In- 
stinct that causes the turkey to seek our acid ash 
piles and pungent, active ant hills in the woods for 
effective dust sprays against insects; but wild tur- 
kej's are not witless. 

Tlie fundamentals used by a sucressfiil wild turkey 
liiinter would enable him to bag any big wild game. 
I have never killed a wild turkey. But I am certain 
that tlie hunter w1io returns thankfiilly laden from 
a wild turkey hunt may well be doubly tliankful, 
for his feet, lungs, eyes and wits will have been 
exactingly used and liettered. 

Many times I have himted the wild turkey with a 
double-barreled field glass. Tiiis was about as 
exacting and exciting as hunting the grizzly and tlie 
Bighorn with the same instrument. Getting within 
siiort range re«iuired knowledge of their territory, 
tlieir customs and stalking. Random rumbles rare- 
ly sliowed tliem even at long range. Many a flock 
oil wliicli I was tr.ving my wiMidcrnft., idanning to 
make long and close oljser vat ions of tlieir ways, 
added to ray outdoor lore by railing to ra-oiierate. 
They left me iu jiossession of the other side of the 
field. 

I went with a skillful turkey hunter wlio had 
tried for a- large gobbler through seven years. In 
tills time he had bagged a number of other gobblers 
and hens. We rose early, tramped miles, hid, used 
a turkey call, ran on detours to likely places, and 
we stalked. 

Several times we lieard tlie swish and roar of 
I Ills old golibh’r’s escaping wings; two or three 
limes \ye sniy liis riiiiaiiig legs Isuiealli tlie far- 
off pines; and once, witli a lelcsctqie, we liad a brief 
look at him and liis crowil. 



WAYS OF TURKEYS IN THE WOODS. 



One .sunny aftcrniKiii wlieu close to tlie gobbler 
the hunter went through u varied lot of calls which 
were iptelligeiitly biteudcd to rniise the gobbler’s 
curiosity or to challenge him. Then the hunter 

cemaiued nileat. We nat aear each other with bachi> 
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against the base of a large pine. Sunlight and 
shadow were upon tlie forest floor. We beard foot- 
steps of turkey approaching cautiously. 

Instead of tlie old felow there were several 
young gobblers. Two walked along a log a dozen 
feet from us. On spying ns they stopped and looked. 
They stretched out their necks and looked again. 
One came close and eyed me curiously. He moved 
his head from side to side in a piissled manner. 
He seemed to be thinking: “This is the spot where 
that call came from, but this is no gobbler.” He 
leaned toward me with his weight on one foot as 
though to kick forward with the other foot like a 
kangaroo. Had he made the slightest moTement I 
should have dodgeii. But he moved slowly away 
with the otliers, all talking in low tones to them- 
selves. 

In leaving the woods we came close upon a flwk 
mostly liybrids. This the liiinter attributed to the 
wild hens, Js'caiise of a local scarcity of wild gob- 
blers. crossing witli near-by tame gobblers. 

Tlie wild turkey has managed to survive numerous 
wide-awake enemies, and has snceeeded in this N-- 
eaiise of his native shrewdness and the ability 
to be alert and cautious at times when precautions 
are needed. 

Man liiints tlie turkey with trails, nets, dogs and 
guns; wolves, foxes, lions, cats, owls, crows, snakes 
and insects by the niillioii prey upon turkey; but 
over two million square miles or more this bronze 
fellow still has a place in the sun. 

Tlie turkey survives in greater or less numbers 
in a doz<‘n or more states. He Is even plentiful 
in a numbi-r of localities in New Mexico. Texas, 
Arkansas. Alabama, Florida and Mexico. His ranks 
are thinning, his territory diminishing, and he is 
in danger of extermination. Hunters are iiiereasing 
and the sheltered regions in wliich he can find food 
and hiding are becoming fewer and smaller. Yet, 
such is the virility of this bird, moderate protec- 
tive legislation and education would not only save 
him blit perhaps enable him to mnltiply. liCgisla- 
tion against trapping is the chief need. And this, 
together with a few refugees, would save him. 

'WIDE RANGE OF THE BIG BIRDS, 

Originally the wild turkey was widely distributed. 
It was found all over the United States, except in 
tlie extreme northwestern part, and abounded in 
regions of old Mexico. Audubon speaks of buying 
wild turkeys in Boston markets, and says that full- 
grown ones in Kentucky markets often sold for ten 
cents or less. I had seen the wild turkey in 
southern Ohio, in Florida and in Kansas, but liad 
forgotten about him. When I commenced exploring 
northern Arizona I expiected first of all to see a 
big grizzly bear, a desert coyote or some distinctive 
life and color. But the first wild life was a wild 
turkey hen, which dashed by pursuing a grasshop- 
per. From the edge of the wooils I watched a near- 
by flock of twenty or more, all ages, which were 
rushing, grabbing and turning this way and that ns 
they effectively fed upon the excited high-jumping 
hoppers. 

No one appears to know just how long a wild 
turkey may live. A few have been watebt^ for ten 
years, and it is likely that they may live twice that 
long. If a turkey survives the insects, the wet 
weather and the devouring enemies wliich beset it 
(luring the first year of its life, and does not meet 
with violent death, it is likely to live to a ripe old 
•age. The turkey is the weightiest, biggest America ii 
bird, weighing from ten to forty pounds, according 
to his chances. 

Tlie turkey appears to have started life as an 
American. His bones are exhibited in American 
fossil deposits eons old. He was a wild prehistoric 
•American. His bones have lieen found beneath 
the rains of cliff houses untold centuries of age, 
and what appears to have been roosting places for 
domestic turkeys were attached to both pueblos and 
cliff houses. The American Indian domesticated 
the turkey ages ago. 

Abont four hundred years ago the Spainiards in 
conquering Mexico found turkeys both wild and 
domestic. Domestic turkeys were shipped to Spa:ii. 
and in a few years the gobble of the turkey could 
be heard all over Europe. Then this American bird 
rammenced to play his part In the world affairs. 
Europeans at first mistook him for a species of 
.African guinea and he was misnamed. His pride 
and plumage also caused many to think he surely 
must be a worthy fellow of the peacock family. 

Four hundred years of American turkey history — 
wild and domoiitic — is adventurous, exciting and 
progressive enough to make good reading. The 
turkey has a visible place in literature and art; 
many a printed page he has inspired, and liis story 
has brought to our attention some of the curious 
customs of our broad -brimmed ancestors. 

The New England settlers, it is said, fell upon 
tlieir knees, then upon the aborignes. Tlie.v also 
found time to fall upon wild, turkeys. Generations 
ago the turkey went close to the heart of white 
folks, and even to this day rivals the “possum” 
in power to stir deeply the internal feelings of the 
colored folks. So definite and sustainefl is the 
longing for this bird that it Is doiibtfnl if any 
other has caused so many raids in the dark or en- 
couraged such audacious profiteering. Turkey asso- 
ciation with all kinds of people in our country 
makes him all-American and democratic to tlie 
heart. 

For turkey — the big American bird of Isoird and 
bronze — tliere are no substitutes just as good. 

We are thankful in our liearts for turkey tradi- 
tions. Tlie turkey is united and inseparable witli 
Christmas and Tlianksgiviiig, and is almost certain 
to be among those present on every festive oeension. 
He figures in high living. He ever roosts liigli. hut 
is preyed upon, eniiglit. cornered and pra.ved over. 

He aswK-iates with pie, piety and prayers. Wlien 
tlie Iiarvest liome is cel(*bratinl Ids hriglif an'l 
hronz»'il feathers often mingle witli aiituiiiii’s col- 
ored and flying leaves, and scenes wliere he roosted 
liear him golihlc no more. — K. A. Mills in Suturia.v 
Evening Tost.

ACTOR FARNUM’S FIFTY -ONE TUNA 



He Takes 2,761 Pounds of Pacific Fish in Seventeen 
Days, 



AVAIjON, Cal., July 8. — The official records of 
the Tuna Club show no more remarkable r<>cord of 
tuna fisiiing for seventeen days than that recorded 
during these number of days in June by William ] 

Farniim. Farmim in that time took fifty-one tuna, 
having a combined weiglit of 2.761 pounds, winning 
both the blue and the red buttons of the club 
founded by Dr. Charles Frederick Holder. 

On a number of these trips for tuna Fnrniim also 
sought the broadbill swordfish, the powerful fighting 
fish of the Pacific that every angler is so keen to 
add to his list of trapliies. He sighted but one, 
however. 

With Capt. Enos in the Vera, on a half-day trip, 
Farniiin caught a tuna of thirty-nine pounds and 
another of forty-one and one-half pounds. With 
Capt. Goiilding in tlie Etliel be took two tuna, one 
weighing lO-'iV-j iHinnds and the otlier thirty-five 
and one-half pounds. Tlie remaining forty-seven 
fish were eaiight from the Ruth, Capt. Newberry. 

Some of the fish were taken on light tackle; 
others on the lieavy tackle prescribed by the rules 
of the Tuna Club. Heavy tackle includes a wood 
rcMl, consisting of a butt and tip and to he not 
shorter than sis feet nine inches over all. Tip not 
less than five feet in length and to weigh not 
more than sixteen ounces. Line not to exceed 
twenty -four thread. 

In light tackle the rod is six feet, but fourteen 
Inches, tip fire feet, weight six ounces, line nine 
thread: 

The blue button is awarded to the angler taking 
a tuna weighing 100 pounds or over, and the red 
button for a tuna fifty pounds or over, taken on 
light tackle. 

Mr. Farnum’s largest blue button fish weighed 
USAs pounds and his heaviest red button Hsli 
weighed sevent.v-two pounds. Eight tuna were 
taken on June .H. These fish weighed seventy-two. t 

seventy and one-half, sixty-nine and one-half. ' 

thirty-nine and oue-lialf (light tackle), thirty-eiglit 
and one-qnarter. tliirty -seven and one-half (liglit 
tackle), tliirty-seven (light tackle) and thirty-five 
pounds. Farnum liad two other days when he took 
eight fish in one day. June 4, when he killed tuna 
weighing slxt.v-eight and one-half, sixty-six, forty, 
thirty -eight, thirty-six, thirty-five and thirty-two 
IMNinds, and June 7. when his tuna included s|ie<-i- 
meiis weigliiiig eiglity, seventy -four, seventy and 
oiie-lialf. sixty-seven, sixty-four and one-half, 
tliirty-five. tliirty-five and thirty pounds. 

June 8 was a seven-fish day, the individual fisli 
weigliing seventy-eight, seventy-three and niie- 
lialf, sixty-seven, sixty-one and one-half, forty-five, 
forty and tliirty-niiie iioiinds. 

On iiiaii.v da.vs when the actor caught only one 
or two fish, invariably tic .vas out on a locating trip 
for lioardblll swordfish and trolled for tuna going 
out and coming hack. These days resulted in the 
following catches; June 2. thirty-six and thirty - 
six pounds; June 5, seventy -seven, seventy -three 
and oiie-Iiaif, sixty, tliirty-seven ami thirty-four 
pounds; June 9, tliirty-six and one-half pounds;
